VERY LATE FROM ENGLAND. 
The packet ship Colombia, capt. Graham, has 
arrived at New York from Liverpool, having sailed 
thenee on the 17th of October. 

The revenue from the customs in England, was 
about 7000,000/. less than the corresponding quar- 
ter of 1825. At Liverpool, the diminution was 
about 90,000/——The total decrease of the British 
revenue in the year ending Oct 10th, compared 
with the preceding year, was 3,256,000/. 

The Paris papers state that large re-inforcements 
of troops have been ordered from Russia to the 
Persian frontiers. 

Mr. Canning remained at Paris. 

Michael Kelly, the celebrated comedian had died 
in France. Talma, the tragedian, was at the point 
of death. 

Lord Cochrane was said to be at Messina, under 
the name of Baring. 

The Russian Gen. Count Benningsen, died at 
Hanover Oct 3. 

Mr. Gallatin had gone with his family to pass a 
few weeks of the recess of business at Paris. 

The health of the Duke of York, the heir to the 
throne, had become almost hopeless. 

A letter from Constantinople, of the 6th Sep. 
says, “It is estimated that the late fire destroyed 
10,000 houses in the richest quarter. The estimate 
probably exaggerated, and the total loss is estimat- 
ed at three hundred millions of piastres. The Sul- 
tan directed the efforts to extinguish it with great 
energy. The Turks affirm that no more than 500 
men perished. 

In Ireland, Mr. Burne, a quaker gentleman, has 
been brutally murdered, and robbed of considera- 
ble property. He resided at Rockhill, in the coun- 
ty of Roscommon, and was very rich. 

The Americanambassador, Mr Hughes, arrived 
at Brussels on the 21st of September. 

A proclamation has been issued by the Empe- 
ror Nicholas, on the occasion of his coronation, 
granting a general pardon to all persons accused 
of crimes against the state. 

‘The Livery of the city of London, are about te 
take into consideration the effect of the Corn Laws. 
‘They have required the Lord Mayor to call a Com- 
mon Hall for the purpose, and also take into con- 
sideration the extravagance of ministers, the genee 
neral condition of the country, and the propriety 
of petitioning parliament to abolish the Corn Laws, 
andto enforce retrenchment — 

The paeket ship Alexander, West, had arrived 
in the short passage of 17 days from Philadelphia. 

The French papers state that the Persians have 
made considerable advances towards the Russian 
frontiers, and succeeded in exciting: revolt in two 
out of three Musselmen provinces belonging te 
Russia. The Persian invasion was assuming a 
more formidable appearance than was expected, 
and in consequence the Emperor Nicholas was 
making preparations for carrying on the campaign 
vigorously. 

Trade continued to improve in several parts of 
England. 

The coronation of Nicholas as king of Poland 
was postponed until next May. 

The conferences between the Turkish Divan 
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
